The progeny of no staliioD are of uniform merit. 
The crop of one year may lie failures in racing, 
while that of tin* next season may include great 
blazing stars of tin- track. Tints it results that 1 lie 
positions of tin* fashionable sires shift from year to 
year. The successful two-year-olds of this year 
will have much to do with determining tin- leading 
sire list of next year. To throw some light 011 the 
probabilities Daily Racing Form has prepared Hie 
following statement of (lie records of tin- successful 
two-year- olds under their sires: 

Ogden. 

Ogden, second on tin* list of leading sires for 
1908, lias tin* honor of leading tin- sires of two-year- 
old winners as far as the money earned is concerned. 
Whatever fame tin* name of Ogden lias gained this 
'-ai-iiar been due to the brilliant achievements of 
his two greatest solus. Sir Martin and Fayette. Out 
of seven winning two year olds which Ogden sent 
to tin* races this year and which earned for hint 
the sum of $111,730. the two altove named colt* 
contributed all hut $5,090, or to be more concise, 
tin* sum of $10G.G40. 

Sir Martin's brilliant performances are still fresh 
In mind, his victories in tin* Great American. Second 
Half of tin- Double Event. Flatbush and National 
Stallion Stakes proclaiming him tin* two-year old 
champion of the year. Only recently Mr. Madden, 
the owner of Sir Martin, received a tempting offer 
for iiis great colt, lint whether or not lie sells him 
the American public lias little chance of ever again 
seeing this marvelous thoroughbred racing in thin 
country. Sir Martin is nominated for many old 
English stakes and there is no doubt that tl.e 
greatest son of Ogden will add further honor to hi; 
sire's name, racing in foreign lands. Fayette, the 
other worthy son of (tgden. while not as sensational 
as his stable companion.

DECISION IN FAVOR OF NEW YORK RACING. 

New York. November 21. — An important step in 
the way of do-titling what may or may not lie done 
011 race tracks under the llart-Aguew law was made 
yesterday when the judges of Hie Appellate Division 
of Ho- Supreme Court made public in a decision 
handed down in the case brought by Assistant Disl 
riel Attorney Elder, of Kings County. The decision is 
in favor of tin* Brooklyn Jockey Club. The proceed- 
ings which resulted in the decision rendered today 
was a test ease. Melville Collins was arrested for 
accepting a wager at Gravesend race track June Id. 
of this year, and In* was held fur Irial. Collins 
brought luilieas corpus proceedings before the special 
term of tin- Supreiut* Court and liis release was 
ordered. In the decision today hy the Appellate 
Division the action of the special term is upheld in 
all particulars. The judges say the statute is aimed 
at the "stakeholder, the bookmaker and tin* pool 
seller.” I11 conclusion the opinion says: 

"To construe the language in the manner con 
tended for by the learned district attorney is to 
wrench words from the context, to violate the gram 
niatical const ruction of the sentence and to ignore 
tin* historical development of the statute and the 
obvious intention of thi* Legislature in the various 
enactments of which it is the ultimate result.” 

Philip .1. ltwver. president of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Cluli. said: "This decision gives us a new lease of 

life. The ipiestiou now lo be determined is: 'What 
is a bookmaker?’ Judge Geismar touched on that 
ijtlestion some time ago and discharged eighteen 
men who were charged with violation of the anti- 
betting law because they accepted credit wagers, 
lb* held it is not against the law to take la*ts ami 
that a man was not a lasikniaker because be did so.”

Mr. Madden has no 
present intention of selling off any of tin* stallions, 
marcs, yearlings aud weanlings at Hamburg Place. 

Manager Berryman lias b**eii gnietly getting rid 
of the i*t lea tier tilings at Elmeudorf to the traders 
who have lK*eti flocking here from the south and west 
ever since the passage of tin* Hurt-Agnew anti-bet- 
ting hills in New link. These trailers, together 
with the men who have been buying mares suitable 
for mating with saddle stallions, and the buyers of 
geldings and fillies for officers' mounts and limiting 
purposes abroad, have pretty well stripped the coun- 
try of the sort of horses that could he bought for 
from $25 t>> $250. Anything that is sold after the 
sale of the coming week will bring prices nliove t In- 
latter figure. 

NEVADA TO HAVE RACE TRACK FIGHT. 

Reno, Nev., Nov. 21. — A rumor which has been 
afloat for several weeks that race track men of Cali- 
fornia and local sports would attempt to secure a 
long term racing franchise from the coming legisla 
litre was contirimsl today, when an option was taken 
on a tract of land south of the city, and it was 
given out that an option Would Ik* taken on the 
street ear system, which runs hy it, if tilings hsik 
favorable toward the end of the year. 

Tin* anti-gambling league, which is preparing a 
bill to prohibit gambling in Nevada, held a meet 
ing tonight aud made preparations to include horse 
racing in their bill. These two features promise to 
make the coming session of the legislature one of 
the most interesting known as far as local interest 
goes. The rare track men also gave out that tlielr 
lilan would In* to hold a racing season during the 
open season at Lake Tahoe, that they might draw 
patronage from visitors to liiaL resort.
